The Board reviewed the CPC items 5-15 in the warrant. The Board began further discussion on
item 5, open space acquisition Maxwell Trust. Mr. Danehey reviewed six reasons why he does

not support this request and asked the board members to revote this item on the warrant since all
five board members were not in attendance at the March 8, 2016 Board of Selectmen meeting.

Motion to rescind the vote made on March 8, 2016 for item 5 the Maxwell Land Trust in
the amount of $389,415. Motion by Mr. Danehey second by Mr. Harris Unanimous Vote
(5-0)

Motion to support Article 12 item 5, the use of CPC funds for the open space acquisition of
two parcels owned by Maxwell Land Trust in the amount of $389,415. Motion by Mr.
Harris second by Mr. O’Toole Vote in Favor Vegnani, O’Toole Opposed Danehey, Harris,
Curran motion failed (2-3)

The Board discussed warrant article 17, General Bylaw Amendment Time of Town Meeting.
The Board did discuss the need for flexibility if there was only one article left in the warrant or
similar circumstances.

Motion to support article 17, Amendment Time of Town Meeting. Motion by Mr. Harris
Second by Mr. O’Toole Vote in Favor O’Toole, Harris, Vegnani Vote against Curran,
Danehey motion passes (3-2)

Warrant article 18, General Bylaw Amendment — Community Preservation Committee Term was
reviewed by the Board. All were in agreement with the CPC terms of three years.



Motion to support article 18, General Bylaw Amendment — Community Preservation
Committee Term. Motion by Mr. Harris Second by Mr. Danehey Unanimous Vote (5-0)
